Greatest Meeting Ever Held in West- 
ern Canada Greets Hon. Frank 
Oliver in Calgary. 


Calgary, Oct. 1,--Last evening in 
the Auditorium rink the greatest 
crowd thet ever turned out to hear a 


campaign speech was present to listen 
to Hon. Frank Oliver, minister of the 
interior, It was the greatest meeting 
of its kind ever held in Western Can- 
ada, and it is estimated fully seven 
thousand men and women were pres- 
ent. An hour before the speaker ap- 
peared on the platform the great arena 
of the building was well filled, and 
before half-past eight the side and 
end galleries were packed, while hun- 
dreds stood in the aisles and doorways 
to hear the speeches, The platform 


was crowded by prominent citizens 
and their wives, Among those pres- 
ent were Hon. W. H. Cushing, Dr. 
Stewart, Liberal candidate, Duncan 
Marshall, Dr, Roleau, Father La- 
combe, Col, Walker, E. H. Reilly, 
M.P.P. 


When Hon, Frank Oliver stepped to 
the platform, accompanied by prom: 
nent Liberals present, the  builtling 
was filled to capacity. The minister 
of the interior was received witha 
roar of ehecrs, and the great audience 
rose to ita feet as he sat down, The 
band played a selection, and James 
Short, K.C,, chairman of the meeting, 
then delivered a short address before 
introducing the first speaker, Hon, W. 
H. Cushing. 

Hon. Mr, Cushing Opens Meeting. 

The minister of publie works in the

A number of 
prominent citizens, including Mayor 
McDougall, representatives of the

RED DEER HEARS 
OLIVER AND CLARK 


Minister of Interior and Red Deet

Red Deer, Sept. 30—Hon. Frank 
Oliver visited Red Deer last night and 
addreased the largest political meet- 
ing ever held in the town.

The chairman mentioned that Mr.

There was no response, 

Mr. Moore, who was the first apeak- 
er, said he did not believe they would 
disturb the currents of prosperit: 
which had been flowing-in their di- 
rection and which would continue to 
flow so long as they had Sir Wilfrid

Beside the progressive 
poliey of railway building, the canals 
had been dec;coed and many other im- 
pfovements had been made, The great 
work of the future for the Liberal gov- 
ernment was the building of the Hud- 
son's Bay railway which would be built 
by the Liberal party as sure as the G. 
T. TP. was being built, 


Will Progress Still Continue? 


The great question for the electors was 
whether this policy of progress shall be 
continued or not. The Conservatives 
were claiming that the government would 
he defeated, but as far'as he could seo 
there was absolutely no ground for such 
a belief, In 1904 a decisive mandate had 
heen given Sir Wilfrid Laurier to build 
the G.T.P. and so when other great 
schemes were in process of formation it 
would be most unwise to change leaders. 
Why should a man of pre-eminent abil- 
ity, a man who towered above his politi- 
cal opponents like Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
be turned down for Mr. Borden, an inex- 
perienced politician who had surrounded 
himself with men who had been read out 
of the party by such a great party paper 
as the Montreal Star? 

Dealing with the charges of graft the 
speaker pcinted out the record of tho 
Conservative party and stated that no 
country would exchange Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier for a man who had been guilty 
of the theft of the trust fands of: the 
widows and ovphans of the Foresters of 
Canada, The campaign of slander and 
innuendo was not an honorable one but 
it had been chesen by the Conservatives 
who could find no other policy, and thus 
the Liberals could reply that the Con- 
servative record was far worse than any- 
thing said against the Liberals. He had 
no fear but that the country would tri- 
umphantly return Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
to power at the coming general election. 
(Applause), 

Conservative Hypocrisy Riddled: 

George B. O'Connor was the next 
speaker, His address, prevoked round 
atter round of applause as he riddled the 
hypoertical pretensions of the Conserva- 
tive leaders and showed their double- 
faced policy on the tariff question and 
civil service reform. We would not dis- 
cuss the Liberal policy, he said, but 
he would deal with the weakness of the 
Conservative policy rather than the 
strength of the Liberal party of which 
the people of Canada knew. (Cheers), The 
Bibie in one place spoke of being ‘‘all 
things to all men.” This was applicable 
to tha, Conservative policy; it too was all 
things to all men. 

The Conservatives had talked muth of 
graft but he defied them to point to one 
cabinet’ minister or one Liberal member 
who had been forced to resign because of 
graft. He defied: them to name one be- 
cause one could not be named. On the 
other hand Conservative ministers and 
Conservative members hat been unseoted 
in the past and of later date the Fowler- 
Pope-Lefurgey-Foster scandal had been 
revealed’ where the funds of the wiodws 
and orphans had been plundered for 
theiv private:gain.

Sir Wilfrid and Secretary of State 
Speak to Men of Eastern 
Ontario. 


Cornwall, Ont., Sept. %—Stormont's 
welcome to Premier Laurier took the 
form of a civie reception at the station

He is accompan- 
jed by Chung Men Yew, who ‘s to sue- 
cerd Wu Ting Fang as Chinese mini:«- 
ter at Washington.

«ffice protably will take place in De- 
cember. Wu Ting Fang will receive 
Tang Shao Yi on his arrival at wi 
American capital, after which he will 
Tetire from the post of minister. 

Tang Shao Yi is bearing 4 letter 
to the people of the United States 
from the hand of the Emperor sf 
China, thanking them for the remis 
sion of a portion of the “Boxer” in- 
demnity ty the Washington govern 
ment, 

Carloads of Presents. 

The presents for American officials 
include ten ancient porcelains, relics 
of the Manchu conquest, taken from 
the palace of the present ruling family 
at Mukden, and other valuable porce- 
lains and jades obtained in the Pekin 
markets. 

‘ The Dowager Empress is sending 
special presents to President Roos?- 
velt as well as several valuable jades 
to Mr. Nicholas Longworth, the 
President’s daughter, in remembrance 
of Mrs. Longworth’s visit to Pekin 
in 19%. The Dowager Empress re- 
cently presented a rare Yung Ching 
vase to the Smithsonian Institute in 
acknowledgment of the restoration by 
the United States of one of the an 
cestral tablets of the reigning family 
that was looted from Pekin in 1900 
The gifts being sent by Tang Shao Y1 
are so Numerous that several cars 
are required for their transpoftation, 
and are an expression of the national 
sense of obligation for the remission 
by the United States of part of the 
Boxer indemnity, 

Secretaries and Students, ° 

The mission is composed of Tang 
Shao Yi, its chief; Prince Tsaifu, see- 
ond son of Prinee Ching, and 4 princes 
of the fourth grade; Chung Men Yew 

. and Yung Kwai, who were at cne time 
in the diplomatic service at Washing- 
ton, and eighteen secretaries, who re- 
present various government boards. 
but especially the Departments of Pub.

This led to some dispute as to 
which rider was deserving of the 
prize, In this the plucky riders 
themselves, nerved by their exciting 
pace, expostulated with the judges 
and came to an amicable settlement, 

The athletic events conformed more 
to yacing rules and proved a great 
amusement for the small boys, the 
Marathon aspirants and the fat men 
of the gathering.
